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COMMENTS ON EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

In the Notice of Allowance, the Examiner presented reasons for allowance and made 
several statements regarding U.S. patents and publications, including U.S. Serial No. 09/497,591 
(the '591 application; now U.S. Patent No. 6,747,003). Applicant notes, however, that the 
Examiner's statements regarding the teachings of the '591 application are incorrect, as discussed 
in a telephonic interview with the Examiner on December 14, 2006. In particular, the statement 
that "the '591 application does not disclose or suggest the factor VII with the substitution of 
glutamate at position 34 (position 35 according to the numbering of the '591 application)" is not 
correct. Applicant further notes, nevertheless, that the '591 application is not prior art under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(e) or 35 U.S.C. §102(e)/103, as the inventor of the '591 application is the same as 
the inventor of the instant application and thus the '591 application is not "by another." 
Applicant thanks the Examiner for correcting the Notice of Allowance in this regard in the 
summary of the interview on December 14, 2006.
